1 . I am a sole inventor of the subject matter of the pending claims in the above- 
identified Application, after the present amendment. 

2. The subject matter claimed in the patent application was invented while the I was 
employed by the Cardiac Pacemakers, Inc. subsidiary of Guidant Corporation. 

3. The following documents are submitted as evidence of conception and actual 
reduction to practice of embodiments of the invention as disclosed in the United States Patent 
Application having Serial Number 09/706,576. 

4. Prior to June 30, 2000, 1 conceived embodiments of the invention in the United 
States as evidenced by a copy of a signed lab notebook page, attached hereto as Exhibit I. 
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5. The lab notebook page of Exhibit I was prepared by me prior to June 30, 2000, 
with the date being masked. 

6. Prior to June 30, 2000, an embodiment of the claimed subject matter which was 
rejected under 102(e) was reduced to practice in the United States. Under my direction a 
capacitor was constructed at Guidant in St. Paul, MN incorporating a conductor welded between 
the case and cover interface, substantially as shown in Exhibit I. The capacitor was successfully 
tested under my direction, again prior to June 30, 2000.
